SCOUTS AND -‘BUDDY” SYSTEM 


In Its ranks of nearly h half a nill- 
, lion hoys, scouting aims to assLst lu 
carefully planner! anrl aiJi>roprlnte 
I ways the various types in their prog- 
I rt>ss towards the ultiniute goal: “Men 
I of character trained In citizenship.’’ 

Tlie “Buddy System" is but one i>f 
I these aids, and that It proriuces results 
in helping untrained or unstable boys 
I to uphold the sct>ut ideal of conduct is 
I clteti In tile following instance by Bay 
O. U’yland. assistant director, national 
department of education. Boy Scouts 
of America: 

“Scoutmaster Fred Oassert of Troop 
No. 1. East Newark. N. J., who has 
conducted a very successful tnarp dur¬ 
ing tiie imst six years," says Mr. Wy- 
land, "has evolved a ‘buddy’ system 
whlcli Is well wortli recognition. 

“Each new tenderfoot voted Into the 
troop or patrol Is assigned <to two ad¬ 
vanced scouts, whose responsibility is 
to ’pal' with the new scout and help 
him in every way to live up to the 
8 <H)Ut oath and law. 'Tlie tenderfoot 
knows nothing of this arrangement; 
all he knows is that a couple of older 
scouts have become intere.sted in him 
and have made tliemselves unusually 
companionable. 

“These scouts, by close association, 
learn til about the tenderfoot and his 
personal habits. Tliej’ mildly stiggest 
modifications In conduct when tlie ten¬ 
derfoot shows evidence of failure to 
maintain the Ideals of the scout law. 
Weekly verbal reports are rendered 
the scoutmaster and conferences held 
on methods of treatment. If the new 
scout falls to react favorably to the In¬ 
fluence of his scout ‘buddies’ after a 
montli or two, the scoutmaster decides 
to attach himself to this particular 
tenderfoot for the express purjsise of 
helping him to st^ the light and to 
adopt the accepted standard of wortliy 
conduct which marks the scout 
throughout the world. 

“Scoutmaster Gassert states that In 
six years he has yet to find the Impos¬ 
sible boy who has been given up as 
hopeless. 

"On one occasion he visited a family 
to obtain permission for their boy to 
Join his troop, and was told that this 
boy could never be a scout because of 
dishonesty. He would even steal 
money from his father’s pockets when 
bis father was asleep! The scoutmas¬ 
ter WHS not daunted by this report. 
The boy did join the troop and today 
is a bonded messenger for a large In¬ 
surance company with headquarters at 
Newark, N. J. 

"On another occasion the scoutmaster 
was led by the tenderfoot to a gam¬ 
bling den fllletl with slot machines and 
other devices for filching the money 
out of the pockets of luckless boys. He 
took steps with the police authorities 
and had the proprietor arrested and 
put out of business.”

Evopean Countries Join Amerl* 
can President in Backing 
Golden Rule as Prac¬ 
tical Program. 


OeneTA, Switzerland.—Offlctala of re¬ 
lief orsanlzatlona trom fourteen Euro- 
pean countries have asked their goT- 
eraments and peoples to join In a 
great International movement to save 
the destitute orphans and widowed 
mothers In those countries of the Near 
East that have suffered from receat 
war*. 

Dee. I has been set aside as "Oolden 
Rule Sunday." On that day people 
will be asked to observe the broad 
principle of the Oolden Rule by fore- 
golnc their usual noonday meal and 
eating instead the frugal ration usually 
partaken of by the parentless children 
of Greece, Armenia and Palestlns. 

The world’s people will then be 
asked to contrllmte the difference In 
the cost of the two meals to the prln- 
i clpal relief organization in their coun- 
j try, to be administered for the needy 
j children.

Athens.—American standard food¬ 
stuffs are the best In the world, says 
Dr Mabel Elliott, famous woman phy¬ 
sician, who for the past two years has 
been medical director of American or¬ 
phanages In the Near East. Prom the 
standpoint of purity and high food 
value, she asserts that no European 
nation can compete with the United 
States, and for this reason she Insists 
on American products In all orphan¬ 
ages and hospitals. In order to meet 
adequately the needs of undernour¬ 
ished children. 

Dr Elliott’s annual report, sum¬ 
ming up the results of the care of 
50,000 children In orphanages as well 
as clinics for 50.000 additional chil¬ 
dren In refugee camps and homes, 
says: 

"Stable American foods are now 
the backbone of all our menus for re¬ 
building children who became weak 
and anaemic during the refugee ex¬ 
odus from Asia Minor. Our menus 
contain, not only bread made trom 
Amerloan flour, and corn grits In por¬ 
ridge and stews, but also the liberal 
use of com syrup. American con¬ 
densed milk end American cocoa and 
macaroni, thus making a balanced 
ration to meet all the scientific re¬ 
quirements as to relative food valnea, 
calories and ritamlnes. 

The favorite orphanage pudding la 
composed of corn grits with cocoa, 
sweetened with corn syrup, and made 
more nutritious and palatable by add¬ 
ing a aauce of American condensed 
milk. Such a pudding haa a high food 
value and Is very economical—so 
other equivalent food value could be 
obtained from other foods at twice the 
cost. Moreover, it la eo palatable 
that children eat it eagerly aeveral 
times a week, and never seem to tire 
of It 'The American people. In pro- 
vld'ng for these parentless children 
snch pare and wholesome foods from 
their own tables, are certainly making 
.1 practical application of the golden 
rule."
